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The New Hospital Opens

The hospital that “had to hap- 
pen ,, has happened. 

And now, standing out in the 
bright winter sunshine, the spar¬ 
kling new, $7.9 million Inter¬ 
community Hospital is about to 
open its doors. 

With the transfer of patients — 
now scheduled for January — a 
new era of medical excellency is 
destined to unfold in Solano 
County. The hospital is all that it 
was promised to be and, in some 
instances, maybe even a little 
more. It is a dream that became a 
reality. It stands ready to be a 
focal point for man’s unrelenting 
battle against disease. Most impor¬ 
tantly, it holds out hope for those 
among us who are ill and who 
need the hospital’s ultra-modern 
technology to speed them to 
recovery. 

The hospital that “had to hap¬ 
pen” did not happen easily. Thou¬ 
sands of hours of pain-staking 
planning took place before the 
first nail was driven or the first 
yard of concrete poured. 

In the summer of 1974 negotia¬ 
tions, were started with The 
Careage Corporation of Bellevue, 


Washington, the eventual general 
contractor for the new facility. 
Working diligently on those plans 
were the volunteer members of the 
hospital’s Board of Directors and 
the man who was the Administra¬ 
tor at the time, Richard Macias, 
Jr. 

On October 19, 1975, local 
dignataries turned out in force to 
conduct the official groundbreak¬ 
ing for the new hospital. Within 
days, hammers were hammering, 
saws were whizzing and the gener¬ 
al bustle of construction could be 
loudly heard. In the meantime, an 
ambitious fund raising drive was 
put into high gear with the goal of 
$1 million in public subscription 
as the target. 

The community responded well 
to requests for financial assist-

The hospital offers a number of 
giving programs, including living 


ance. That help is still being 
sought — and received — today. 

The new hospital has dramatic 
improvements over the old one. 
Some of the facility’s highlights 
include: 

-Every room, with the excep¬ 
tion of the maternity suite, is 
completely private. 

-The Emergency Department 
has been substantially increased 
in size and contains a trauma 
room. The E.R. has an easy access 
entrance, is bright and “airy” and 
is equipped with a wide array of 
life-saving equipment. 

-An intensive care/coronary 
care unit has been designed with 
the critically ill in mind. Special 
equipment can monitor virtually 
every heartbeat of patients in this

The new Intercommunity 
Hospital is going to attract top- 
notch physicians to this area, 
according to the hospital’s Chief 
of Staff, Dr. William H. 
Peniston. 

“I keep hearing people say they 
can’t understand why this nice 
place in California isn’t growing 
medically,” he said. “In the past 
it has been because of the totally 
inadequate hospital facilities.” 

“Now we’re going to have just 
about everything we need to attract 
specialties in every field.” 

What is going to bring physi¬ 
cians into Solano County to prac¬ 
tice medicine? 



Better diagnostic and treatment 
facilities, better nursing condi¬ 
tions, an intensive care unit, im¬ 
proved X-ray facilities and the 
capacity to practice nuclear medi¬ 
cine are a few attractions. A new 
emergency room will enable 
patients to be seen in individual 
examination cubicles instead of in 
curtained areas of a main hospital 
corridor as in the past. 

Dr. Peniston is a Vacaville- 
Fairfield area surgeon and a 
member of the six-man Ulatis 
Medical Clinic. He has served on 
the Intercommunity Hospital 
Board of Directors for three years. 

The hospital’s new intensive 
care unit will not only serve 
corinary patients as in the past, he 
said, but will be available for.any¬ 
one needing optimum care, includ¬ 
ing post-operative patients. 

The hospital’s new nuclear 


medicine capability will allow on¬ 
site diagnosis of patients who, in 
the past, may had to have been 
transported to Napa while in 
serious condition. 

Emergency facilities will cover 
about five times the floor space of 
the existing emergency room and 
will provide a waiting area and 
separate trauma room. 

Such changes will make the 
hospital more convenient for the 
patients as well as the staff, Dr. 
Peniston said. 

He’s our 
Chief of 
Staff 

When Dr. William Peniston 
retired from the Air Force five 
years ago he picked the area 
hoping that it would be the home 
of a badly needed new hospital. 

This year he’ll welcome that 
new facility as its Chief of Staff, 
and enjoy the position for just 
three more months. 

He’ll be turning the position 
over to Vacaville physician Dr. 
Ronald Rushford when his year¬ 
long term ends in March. Dr. 
Peniston will remain on the hospi¬ 
tal’s Board of Directors where he 
has served for the past year. 

“This is really a top-notch 
medical staff, and it has been a 
real pleasure to work with it,” he 
said. “They haven’t required the 
Chief of Staff to be authoritative 
or get involved in a lot of con¬ 
ferences over acute problems.” 

Dr. Peniston is a native of New 
Jersey and moved to Los Gatos 
with his family at the age of eight. 
He served as a line officer in the 
Navy during World War II. He 
attended Stanford Medical School 
and completed his residency at 
Stanford University Hospitals in 
1957. He was senior fellow in 
cancer surgery at Anderson 
Hospital in Houston, Texas, in 
1966-67. He retired from the Air 
Force after a 28-year career.
